OUR DISABLED VETERANS 


When It Is considered that the war 


ended nearly throe years ago, it seems 


-Incredible that the people and gov- 


ernment of these great United States 
continue to be as negligent as they 
are In their treatment of sick and dis- 
abled soldiers. 


As fact piles upon fact, proving be- 


yond the slightest, question that tho 
situation Is unspeakably bad. one can 
only marvel that the officers of the 
American Legion have been as patient 
and restrained as they have. 


The testimony brought out by tho 


senate committee on soldiers' 
relief 


since it began its hearings, 
several 


weeks ago, should bring the blush of 
shame to every government 
official 


directly or Indirectly responsible. 


Unfortunately the whole matter is 


in such a chaotic condition that up to 
the present it seems Impossible to fix 
the responsibility. 


The latest disclosures have to. do 


with the way the thousands of poor 
fellows who 
contracted 
tuberculosis 


while fighting for their country, have 
been and are being treated. 


One would think that these helpless 


sufferers would be given 
the 
same 


kind of treatment that private citizens 
«ble to pay the highest fees, could 
obtain. 


But such Is not the case. Far from 


it. 
Dr. N. A. Pattlson, supervisor of 


the medical service of 
the Notional 


Tuberculosis association, gave his tes- 
timony following a visit to 50 hospi- 
tals In <4 states. 


"The facilities In these hospital;." 


Dr. Patllson tolrt the committee, "are 
grossly inadequate." 
Most of the hos- 


pitals now available 
for 
nx-servlco 


men suffering with tuberculosis 
are 


"wholly unsulten" for use and "wholly 
unadapted to the care of tuberculosis 
patients." 


To a large extent tho government Is 


utilizing old base hospitals, made up 
of flimsy, Inflammable structures. A 
particularly bad example Is the hospi- 
tal at Greenville. K. C., which the doc- 
tor described as made up of "wretched 
deteriorated shacks. Involving a ter- 
rific fire hazard." 


"If It caught fire In a high wind, 


the whole hospital would 
soon 
Lc 


burned to the ground, probably with 
a. heavy loss of llfr." 


At many of the hospitals, there Is a 


lack of physicians to attend the dis- 
abled war veterans. 


In view of the sacrifices made by 


these men, even* one of them should 
have the bc-M treatment tbat the coun- 
try r. fiords.
